Such a separation must he merely nomi- 
nal, and incapahle of producing the «m!s 
for whi.cl; K. wa.< established., ll is one 
thing to be subordinate to the laws, and 
another to be dependent on the Legisla- 
tive body. The lirst comports with, the 
last 
violates, the fundamental 
prin- 


ciples cf . good govcrnmcnl, and whal- 
ever may be live forms of' Ihe Con- 
stitution, unites all power in the same 
hands. The tendency of lh«. -legislative 
authority to absorb every other has been 
fully displayed ami .illustrated by exam- 
ples in spme preceding numbers'. In gov- 
ernments purely republican this .tendency 
is almost irresistible. The rcpfescmatives 
of the people in popular assembly seem 
sometimes to fancy that they are the peo- 
ple themselves, and betray strong symp-' 
toms of impatience and disgust at thc'least 
sign ot opposition Irom any.other quarter; 
as if the exercise of its rights by either the 
executive of the judiciary Were a breach 
of their privilege and an outrage to their 
dignity. They often appear disposed to 
exert an imperious control over the other 
departments; and as they commonly have 
the people on their side they always act 
with such momentum as to make il very 
difficult for the other members of the gov- 
ernment to maintain the balance of the 
constitution." 


Again . Hamilton in another paper (No 


72) saw that such a conflict as the present 
one might come, and thus poims out the 
dangerous tendencies of congress in as- 
suming all power;—"The prospensity of 
the Legislature Pepartment lo intrude up- 
on the rights and to absorb the powers of 
the other departments ha> been already 
suggested and repeated; the ins'ufficency 
of a mere parchment delineation of the 
boundaries of each has al«o been re- 
marked upon, and the necessity of furnish- 
ing each with constitutional amis for its 
own - defence 
has. been 
inferred and 


proved. 
From these clear and indubit- 


able principles results the propriety of a 
negative, either absolute or qualified, in 
the Executive upon die acts of the legis- 
lative blanches. Without the one or the 
other, the foorter would be absolutely tin- 
able to defend himsrlf against the de- 
predations of the latter. H« might grad- 
ually be stripped of his authority by suc- 
cf««ve 'resolutions, o'r annihilated by a 
single »ote.

unfriendly to the pubhc good, which may 
happen lo influence a majority of that 
body."
